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Shift in focus for waste problem

After five years in working 
progress, 
the Moun¬ 
tain View 
Waste Au¬ 
thority has 
been de¬ 
clared de¬ 
funct. 

"When 
the funds 
are gone, the 
authority is 
defunct," explained Jack Peck 
who served as the county repre¬ 
sentative on the board. 

The Regional Solid Waste Au¬ 
thority was comprised of repre¬ 


sentatives from each commu¬ 
nity within the county. Their 
original goal 
had been to 
locate a suit¬ 
able landfill 
site within the 
county that 
could handle 
waste for 
many years. 
However, 
when that 
search was ex¬ 
hausted, and still no suitable 
site was found, the authority 
took on a new role. 

Together with a citizens ad¬ 
visory committee they con¬ 


cluded, "The people do not want 
a landfill that would have to 
take waste from other jurisdic¬ 
tions to justify the expense of 
development. Reducing waste 
through recycling and 
composting, and trucking resi¬ 
dential waste to a suitable site, 
properly engineered and man¬ 
aged, would be preferred," says 
the authorities final report to 
county council. 

Peck also told council, "It is 
pretty simple, nobody wants 
waste in the community." 

County Reeve, said that he 
agreed with the findings of the 
authority. "Recycling and 
composting is the way of the

"I will continue to be part of 
this community," he says. 

Even though Ahmad will be 
here part-time, the staff at Col¬ 
lege Green say Ahmad will be 
sadly missed by both the staff 
and patients.

future." 

So the last act of the author¬ 
ity has been to appoint all the 
transfer station managers as a 
"pseudo-authority,” who will 
meet regularly to determine the 
most efficient method for han¬ 
dling recyclables and landfilling 
residential waste. 

So the idea now is that exist¬ 
ing landfills, like the one in 
Didsbury that is due to be filled 
in 1999 will go to their capacity. 
After that period, the garbage 
would be taken to transfer sta¬ 
tions and be trucked out to other 
communities who are willing to 
take the garbage, such as Cal¬ 
gary. 

In the meantime, the county, 
and the transfer stations man¬ 
agers will work to encourage 
more recycling from residents. 

The Waste Authority started 
this in Didsbury by giving a 
$12,500 to the Lion's Club Recy¬ 
cling Depot to upgrade their 
facilities. 

Coun. Linda Burrell said, 'We 
are going to have to work a little 
bit harder on recycling through¬ 
out the county." 

According to the final report 
it is possible to reduce the 
amount of waste going to 
landfills by 70%, when recy¬ 
cling and composting are of 
greater significance. 

In the conclusion of the re¬ 
port it says, Waste is every¬ 
one's responsibility and the 
sooner the ownership is ac¬ 
cepted, the sooner a resolve can 
be established."

Chinook's Edge School Division teachers have just finished out 
the school year without a contract for next year. 

This school division is among 10 other school divisions in the 
province who have not yet come to a collective bargaining agreement 
with their employers. This represents about 13% of the province's 
teaching staff. 

The first step in negotiations, according to the Alberta Teachers' 
Association is that a group of teachers is appointed to act as the 
bargaining agents on behalf of the teachers in the division. 

Chinook's Edge teachers have come to a stand still in their talks 
with the school board and have had to take the next step in the 
process. 

According to the ATA, "Should local negotiations fail to produce 
a settlement, teachers follow the collective bargaining process 
specified in the Labor Relations Code."

The kids of my 
generation weren't 
raised the same way 
our parents were 
raised. My parents 
weren't raised the 
same as my grand¬ 
parents, and so on, 
and so on. 

As each genera¬ 
tion passes, it seems 
to lose something, 
and that something 
is politeness and kindness of the heart. I was 
discussing the other day with a colleague the 
fact that in my parents generation they were 
taught to send Thank-you notes to almost 
anyone who helped them along. These days 
it seems lucky if you get a word of thanks, let 
alone a personalized card. 

I see that there may be a couple of reasons 
for this change in heart. I hate to be another 
one blaming everything on technology, but I 
believe it has been the root of some of the 
problem. In my grandparents age, if they 
wanted to buy something or converse with 
someone they had to do it face to face. This 
required a certain amount of interpersonal 
skills. In my parents generation, technology 
began to make life easier and less personal 
relationships had to be practised. In my 
generation, we could completely seclude our¬ 
selves in our living room and still be able to 
pay our bills by phone, order our clothes and 
groceries by mail or internet, and our only 
interpersonal relationships could be between 
people on e-mail. But how has this changed 
the way we treat one another. 

I know, for instance, at the bank if I can 
use the automated teller machine instead of 


actually having to speak to someone, it 
works well for me. I think this lack of 
practise in interpersonal relationships 
has begun to show, and shows more and 
more each generation of people. 

The irony of the situation is that 
"Interpersonal Skills" has become a hot 
key word in the 90s. There are any 
number of studies and books that dis¬ 
sect every type of relationship from on 
the job relations, to intimate relation¬ 
ships. 

Are you an introvert or an extrovert. 
Are you creative or logical, and so on 
and so on. These are all very interesting 
but have we really achieved anything, 
other than the technical information. 
We've got all the technical information 
that anyone could ever want on the 
simple topic of relationships and kind¬ 
ness. But, technical doesn't automati¬ 
cally lead into practical, unless we make 
it do so. 

We have made relationships so com¬ 
plicated that we seem to have forgotten 
the simplicity. The simplicity of a "Thank 
you,” when someone does something 
nice for us. 

We have lost the simplicity of giving 
someone a hug, just because they look 
like they need one. 

We have lost the simple gesture of 
baking cookies for the new neighbor 
next door. 

It is about helping someone along the 
side of the road. 

But, sometimes it seems we don't 
teach children lessons these days, we 
teach them to what they feel like doing 
and we tell ourselves that it is more

Campaign for Alberta Senate 
nominees underway 


The writ was issued June 
19 for the election of Senate 
nominees in Alberta, officially 
launching the campaign. 

The vote for the elections of 
two Alberta Senate nominees 
will be held in conjunction 
with municipal elections be¬ 
ing held across the province 
on October 19. 

The writ is being issued well 
in advance of voting day in 
order to give potential candi¬ 
dates time to raise the required 
signatures and funding for a 
campaign. 

In order to file nomination 
papers with the Chief Elec¬ 
toral Officer, a candidate must: 

- Register as a candidate 
under the Election Finances 
and Contributions Disclosure 


Act. 

- Receive signatures of sup¬ 
port from 1,500 electors. 

- File a $4,000 deposit (which 
will be refunded if the candi¬ 
date is elected or obtains at 
least half the total votes ob¬ 
tained by any elected candi¬ 
date). 

Nominations close on Sep¬ 
tember 21. 

"Albertans have made it 
clear that the Senate, as it 
currently exists, is an embar¬ 
rassment and needs to be fixed, 
" said Alberta Intergovernmen¬ 
tal and Aboriginal Affairs Min¬ 
ister Dave Hancock, the min¬ 
ister responsible for oversee¬ 
ing the Senate nominee elec¬ 
tion process. 

"The election of Senate nomi¬ 


nees in October sends a clear 
message to the federal govern¬ 
ment that Albertans want Sen¬ 
ate reform. 

"When Senate vacancies be¬ 
come available, the Prime Min¬ 
ister cannot ignore those 
nominees democratically 
elected by the citizens of Al¬ 
berta," he said. 

Hancock said the province 
is holding the elections on Oc¬ 
tober 19 because it's most cost 
effective to hold them in con¬ 
junction with municipal elec¬ 
tions. 

The province will be offset¬ 
ting almost half of the costs of 
the October municipal elec¬ 
tions that otherwise would 
have been picked up by mu¬ 
nicipalities.

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EUB approves Canadian 88 Olds gas plant expansion 


A press release from Alberta 
Energy and Utilities Board 

The Alberta Energy and Utili¬ 
ties Board (EUB) today approved 
with conditions an application 
made by Canadian 88 Energy 
Corp (Decision 98-13) seeking to 
expand its sour natural gas 
processing facility in the 
Garrington field, located 3.7 kilo¬ 
metres southwest of the town of 
Olds. The facility, known as the 
Olds gas plant, is located at 6-18- 
32-1W5M. Canadian 88 has ap¬ 
plied to increase capacity by over 
40% to handle both newly discov¬ 
ered reserves and potential addi¬ 
tional reserves. 

Upon completion, the ex¬ 
panded facility will be able to 
process 3.4 million cubic metres 
per day of sour natural gas with 
a hydrogen sulphide (H2S) con¬ 


tent of 22.8%, at a normal oper¬ 
ating sulphur recovery efficiency 
of 98.4% on a quarterly calendar 
reporting basis, and 98.7% on an 
annual basis. 

The Board considered the ap¬ 
plication, as well as interventions 
from area residents, landowners 
and other parties at a public hear¬ 
ing in March 1998 in Olds. In 
reaching its decision, the Board 
noted the Olds gas plant has been 
in operation for almost 35 years 
and was operating at less than 
one quarter of its capacity, prior 
to the purchase of the Olds Gas 
Unit by Canadian 88 in mid-1995. 
Since that time, successful drill¬ 
ing results have increased the 
plant's production to the point it 
has now returned to its operat¬ 
ing limits. 


Didsbury didn't 
claim fair share of 
lottery dollars

According to the final numbers, there was money to spare for 
Didsbury. 

The community lottery board just finished reviewing all of their 
applications for lottery fund grants, and have sent them to Edmon¬ 
ton for final approval. In the process it was discovered that Didsbury 
didn't ask for nearly as much as was available to this community. 

"Didsbury was way short. If applications don't come in from 
Didsbury it will go somewhere else," says Marie Barkley the Dids¬ 
bury representative of the newly formed board. "There is money left 
over." 

She explains that there is a certain per capita amount given to 
each community, if that money is not dispersed in the community, it 
will be taken back by the province. 

But any local groups who would like to get their hands in the 
money jar shouldn't feel they've totally missed out. There will be 
another round of applications for this year with the deadline Novem¬ 
ber 1. 

"If there is anyone in Didsbury who wants some of this money, 
they should probably start on their applications now," says Barkley. 
Some of the requirements include budgets, project outlines, esti¬ 
mated costs, letters of community support and matching labor or 
cash funds. 

Barkley outlines the type of projects that qualify for the funding. 
She says any non-profit group can apply. She says some of the 
applications they had this time included towns that wanted to run 
town beautification projects, community halls, libraries, service 
groups, and recreational groups. Barkley says anyone who needs 
more information on the guidelines can call her at 335-8915. 

There was a total of 77 applications received, the board made their 
choices, and the province will give the final decision by later this 
summer.

In reaching its decision, the 
Board emphasized that the $25 
million investment to enhance 
the capacity of the aging plant 
will lead to significant benefits 
for the Company, the Province 
and the Community: 

- The increased processing ca¬ 
pacity will lead to greater rev¬ 
enue for the company and in¬ 
creased royalty and tax payments 
to the Province. 

- Modern technology will en¬ 
able significant reductions in 
emissions of hydrogen sulphide 
and sulphur dioxide. 

- There will be associated re¬ 


ductions in flaring, attributable 
to problems in the plant, plus 
the continuous flaring related to 
facilities treating produced wa¬ 
ter will be eliminated. 

The Board commented that: 
"Should the expansion not be 
approved, emissions would re¬ 
main at higher levels and many 
associated issues raised by the 
intervenors would not be ad¬ 
dressed." 

The company has committed 
to not increasing throughput 
until the new higher technology 
equipment necessary to realize 
the above benefits is installed. 


In addition, the company has 
agreed to fund and participate 
in a "Community Advisory 
Panel," that will ensure a 
stronger voice for the commu¬ 
nity in the ongoing operation of 
the plant. 

In addition to substantial 
commitments made by Canadian 
88, the Board has attached six 
conditions to the approval. These 
include increasing the sulphur 
recovery rates, eliminating flar¬ 
ing of vapours from sour pro¬ 
duced water, conducting sound 
monitoring surveys and assess¬ 
ing sound abatement.

New owners - similar mission

Although the ownership of the old 
Zion Evangelical Missionary Church 
on 20 Ave. has changed ownership, the 
general purpose of the church building 
will remain much the same: Christian 
fellowship. 

The Child Evangelism Fellowship of 
Alberta has moved its headquarters 
into the building that orginates from 
1934. 

The charitable organization is run by 
Gary and Beth Weins, who moved the 
headquarters out of their home into the 
church, and then made the church base¬ 
ment their home. 

"It is sure going to be nice to have the 
space,” says Weins. The building is a 
approximately 8000 square feet and has 
sat basically unused for almost a year 
until now. 

Wiens explains the role of The Child 
Evangelism Fellowhip this way. "To reach 


out to boys and girls with the tructh of God's 
word." 

They don't belong to any partiuclar denomi¬ 
nation, but rather work with individual 
churches across Alberta to identify how to 
reach youth in the community. 

They will use the old Zion church building as 
a training centre for missionaries that work in 
142 countries around the world. 

The sanctuary will be used as a lecture hall. 

Already there are missionaries starting to 
come to the facility. 

Gary and Beth started looking at the possi¬ 
bility of purchasing the building earlier this 
year. As they both have spent most of their 
lives in Didsbury, both having attended 
Mountainview Bible College, they hoped to stay 
within town to run the Fellowship, and felt they 
lucked out on the existing building. 

They and their four girls are working right 
now to turn the basement of the church into 
their new home, after having it re-zoned by the 
Town of Didsbury.

Smoking detriment 


to Alberta standards 


Tobacco use is reducing 
smokers' life expectancy by 
seven years and results in up 
to 20% of all low birthweight 
babies according to a recent 
analysis prepared by the Al¬ 
berta Tobacco Control Cen¬ 
tre. Life expectancy and low 
birthweight babies are two of 
the four Alberta health per¬ 
formance measures that are 
affected by tobacco use in ad¬ 
dition to self-rated health sta¬ 
tus and smoking prevalence. 
The analysis follows the re¬ 
lease of last week's annual 
Measuring Up report by Al¬ 
berta Treasury, which docu¬ 
ments the performance of the 
Alberta government. 

The analysis revealed the 
following: 

- Smokers are sacrificing 
seven years of life on average 
(men - 8.5 years; women - 5.2 
years). 

- Maternal smoking is re¬ 
sponsible for 11% to 21% of all 
low birthweight babies. 

- Only 17% of smokers rqte 
their health as excellent com¬ 


pared with 29% of nonsmok- 


- Twenty-eight percent of 
Albertans aged 12 years and 
over smoke cigarettes daily. 

"It would be difficult to im¬ 
prove these performance meas¬ 
ures without addressing to¬ 
bacco use," said Phyllis Kane, 
honorary director of Action 
on Smoking and Health and 
the new vice-chair of the Cal¬ 
gary Regional Health Author¬ 
ity. 

"Tobacco is claiming the life 
of one in every five Albertans 
and is causing untold hard¬ 
ship for thousands of families 
in this province each year," 
she added. "The Alberta govern¬ 
ment, Regional Health Authori¬ 
ties, health professionals, and 
community organizations must 
work together to reduce the 
impact of this preventable epi¬ 
demic." 

"The Alberta government's 
commitment of $3 million over 
the next four years to the Al¬ 
berta Tobacco Reduction Alli¬ 
ance is an important step in the 


right direction," said Susan 
Bramm, Chair of the ATRA 
Transition Team. "The Alliance 
will be working with Alberta 
Health to help ensure that the 
health performance measures 
are met as they relate to tobacco 
use." 

The Measuring Up document 
reported that although Alber¬ 
tans have an above-average life 
expectancy, their relative health 
status has remained unchanged 
over the past year. Previous 
reports have indicated that Al¬ 
berta has an above-average rate 
of low birthweight babies. Low 
birthweight is associated with a 
wide range of complications, dis¬ 
abilities and illness including 
developmental delays, learning 
and behavioural problems, and 
a variety of chronic diseases. 
Alberta's overall smoking preva¬ 
lence remains on-par with the 
national average, although 
smoking rates in young women 
are among the highest in 
Canada.

The dugout is full to the very top, the creek is 
running much higher than is usual for this time of 
year, there is water in all the low lying ditches, puddles 
in the road and lush green growth everywhere. Every¬ 
thing is so green. Wonderful green. A zillion shades of 
green, from almost black to almost yellow and greens 
that are blended with maroon and blue and purple. In 
winter I suffer from "green deprivation," in summer I 
have to take every possible opportunity to soak it up, 
absorb it, surround myself with green. 

The lady's slippers and prickly rose have been 
excellent this year, some of the roadsides were thick 
with them. Canada anemone are at their best right 
now and great white clouds of them gleam from the 
ditches. Shooting stars are beginning to show up and 
camas, the white violets are nearly finished but 
lungwort and willow aster and yarrow are just nicely 
in bud. Near Bragg Creek we saw western wood lilies 
(tiger lily), not a lot of them and darn few around here. 
Someone we know saw a kid in a car bearing an 
armload. Stupid, destructive, selfish kid, stupid, de¬ 
structive, selfish parents. Also near Bragg Creek we 
saw fields of three flowered avens (old man's whisk¬ 
ers), and in places they blended with wild blue lupin. 
It was breathtaking. At Brooks we saw cactus in 
bloom. I did not take pictures. Last year I took about 
10 cactus pictures and they are still in the envelope. 
This spring, a pale coral root orchid appeared by a 
rock behind our gazebo. I have no idea from whence it 
came, but I was as pleased as if I had won the lottery. 
It's almost finished and I have not taken any pictures 
of that either. Thank goodness I don’t have to make a 
living as a photographer. I don't seem to have any 
sense on the subject. I carry the camera around for 
days and never take it out of the bag, then leave it at 
home and see lady's slippers, roses and potentilla 
arranged as if for a special showing, bluebirds and 
goldfinch sitting side by side on a fence, the twin calves 
nursing and duck families cruising the dugout. 

This week a great blue heron flew over the house, 
stately as a clipper ship, neck curved and legs straight 
out behind. A hatch of bluebirds learned to fly in the 
apple trees beside the garden and their songs filled a 
whole afternoon. One of the babies sat for a long time 
on the back of one of the deck chairs and I watched his 
mama feed him insect munchies. He was young enough 
that his mouth was rimmed in bright yellow. Because 
the fat little bluebird children were a bit awkward and 
slow, we kept the cat in the house all day. She 
complained bitterly, but she doesn't know bluebirds 
from sparrows and a little pool of blue feathers would 
have broken my heart. There is a hatch of magpies too. 
Not so cute, but you have to admire their nerve and 
gall. I always know when the little monsters are 
mobile, because the petunia blossoms are ripped and 
ruined. They are curious about everything and will 
pick apart the brightest and prettiest flowers. Once 
they fly they quit beating up flowers, but it's irritating 
for those few days. 

The hummingbirds arrived right on schedule and 
we have washed and filled the feeder several times. I 
think we have two pairs of ruby throats, and one pair 
of rufous. It's hard to tell with hummingbirds; they 
look pretty much the same and they are so fast and so 
combative, that to see any two at the same time is a 
treat. 

The longest day was two weeks ago, Sears fall sale 
catalogue has arrived, some of the crops are beginning 
to head. Summer is fleeting, green does not last, so get 
out there and enjoy every minute but don't pick the 
wildfiowers.

Fruit/dip for dessert - add 

1 container of soft light cream 
cheese to low-fat whipped top¬ 
ping with 1 tsp. cinnamon and 
you’ve got a super-quick dip 
for strawberries, melon balls, 
grapes, apple slices. 

Scrambled Eggs a la 
Santa Fe- scramble some eggs 
with bits of back bacon, green 
pepper(green chilis for the 
brave) and mushrooms, then 
serve in a warmed soft tortilla 
with grated cheddar cheese. A 


good filler to get your morn¬ 
ing off to a great start.

Way of Life: Across the internet conies a story 


I recently found this story on 
the internet. I believe that it can 
be seen as a religious story. 

It is about a young Juan who 
lived in Mexico, but near the 
border with the United States. 
One day Juan arrived on his 
bicycle at the border crossing 
and the customs officer immedi¬ 
ately thought there was some¬ 
thing strange because Juan had 
two heavy sacks. One on each 
shoulder. The customs officer 
asked, "what do you have in 
those sacks?" Juan 
spoke the truth and 
answered "sand." The 
customs officer did not 
believe him, so the 
bags were slashed open 
and sand poured out. 

Then they decided to 
detain Juan while 
some of the sand was 
sent for analysis. It 
proved to be nothing 
but sand. In the end 
Juan was released into 
the United States. New 
bags were found at the border 
and what was left of the sand 
was put back in the new bags. 

A few days later Juan ar¬ 
rived. There he was riding his 
bicycle with two heavy bags of 
sand. Same thing. Take the 
bags, search them and ask Juan 
about the bags. Same answer. 
Juan said they were sand, and 
they were. 

Gradually the trips got more 
frequent. Sometimes the cus¬ 
tom officer let Juan through, 


sometimes he searched the bags 
of sand and never found any¬ 
thing. This pattern carried on 
for about three years. 

Then one day the officer was 
in Mexico at a cantina or coffee 
shop and realized that on the 
very next table was the Mexican 
who had been causing him sleep¬ 
less nights. He went over to the 
table and asked if he could join 
Juan. "Yes." Then he poured out 
his heart and said that he was 
distracted and upset and had 
sleepless nights 
all because he 
was convinced 
that Juan was 
smuggling 
something. Fi¬ 
nally he asked, 
"what are you 
smuggling?" 
Juan sipped his 
beer and said, 
"bicycles." 

This story is 
naturally not 
intended to pro¬ 
mote smuggling or to stereotype 
customs officers or those living 
in other parts of the world, but 
it is useful to demonstrate in 
our religious life several points. 

First we might ask, do we 
ask the right questions about 
religion? If we do not, then we 
might be like the customs of¬ 
ficer and make no progress, in 
this case on our spiritual jour¬ 
ney. Perhaps we keep hearing 
a true but helpful answer.

selves, do we only see the bur¬ 
dens on people's backs? Do we 
see the real person? If the 
greatest commandment is to 
love our neighbour, then we 
need to help with the burdens 
but see the person. Sometimes 
we do not see beyond the bur¬ 
den. 

Another issue might be 
whether we give ourselves bur¬ 
dens unnecessarily. What 
would have happened if Juan 
had simply gone to the border 
on different bicycles, would 
anyone really have noticed or 


cared. Who gave him the bur¬ 
den? Do we do that to our¬ 
selves sometimes? 

Then there is the issue of 
confession. Eventually after 
three years Juan needed to 
answer the question of what 
he was doing that was illegal. 
The burden of guilt was too 
great. 

Do we say sorry to those that 
we have wronged? Do we have 
support groups, including min¬ 
isters and/or priests and pas¬ 
tors, where we can go and say 
that we did wrong in a particu¬

Foothills Creamery takes over Lone Pine Cheese 



A man who onced trained at 
the Olds Creamery is bringing 
his experience in the dairy busi¬ 
ness back to the community. 

Don Bayrack moved on from 
his position at the Olds Cream¬ 
ery to eventually become the 
president of the well known 
Foothills Creamery, who re¬ 
cently bought out the Lone Pine 
and Country operation, located 
in Didsbury. 

With this move, "We are ex¬ 
pecting substantial growth," 
says office manager of Barb 
Allan. 

The company's name will 
change only slightly from Lone 
Pine Sales to Lone Pine Cheese 
Limited. However, their com¬ 
pany product logo will remain 
the same. The manufacturing 
plant, orginally Neapolois Dairy 
was also bought and amalga¬ 
mated with Lone Pine under 
the deal. Neapolis has been a 
part of Alberta’s heritage for 
more than 36 years. 

With both cheese cutting and 
manufacturing facility, this ac¬ 
quisition will enable Foothills 
Creamery to expand its product 
line to its customers. With 26 
employees and plans to expand, 
the plant produces all Cheddars 
as well as speciality cheeses 
such as quark, brie and 
camembert. 

All of the current employees 
of the facility will remain the 
same also, however some new 
hiring may happen in the fu¬ 
ture with the expected growth. 

Some of the plans may in¬ 
clude lengthening the hours of 
operation of the plant side of 
the business, and purchasing 
more manufacturing equipment 
for the cutting plant. 

The Didsbury operation is 
also the only plant in Western 


Canada that produces the fa¬ 
mous Limburger cheese. 

"This move allows Foothills 
Creamery to bring more diver¬ 
sity to the marketplace and of¬ 
fers our customers more choice 
of product," said Barry 
Northfield, director of market¬ 
ing. 

'We re excited about this op¬ 
portunity and, by bringing both 
experience and quality to the 
equation, we re confident Lone 


Pine and Rocky Mountain 
Cheese will be better than ever.” 

Allan adds that the take over 
will provide new opportunities 
for the smaller company, and 
will also allow them to become 
invovled to a larger scale 
incommunity events. 

For more than 30 years, the 
privately-owned Foothills 
Creamery, an "Alberta-Made" af¬ 
filiate, has produced excellent 
quality dairy products includ¬ 


ing butter, ice cream, and fro¬ 
zen yogurt in Alberta, British 
Columbia, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. From experience on 
the plant floor to the negotia¬ 
tion table, Don Bayrack, Brian 
MacPhail and Barry 
Northfield, the owners of the 
creamery, each bring a vari¬ 
ety of strengths to the part¬ 
nership. 

"With the experience my¬ 
self, my partners and the peo¬ 


ple who work with us bring to 
the mix, this move will be a 
great addition to the Foothills 
family," said Don Bayrack, 
president of Foothills Cream¬ 
ery.

Crop report for June 30 

Finally, significant rain fell in the northern and eastern parts of the province this past week. Crop 
conditions improved as a result but yields have been lowered in these areas by the previous dry 
conditions. 

Soil moisture conditions improved dramatically this past week. Last week's moisture conditions are 
in brackets for comparison purposes. Soil moisture is rated as excellent by 7% (0), very good by 44% (13), 
good by 20% (22), fair by 17% (16), poor by 10% (23) and very poor by 2% (26). 

Crop development is very advanced for this time of year. Last year's numbers are in brackets for 
comparison. Alberta Pool reporting staff indicated 43% (4) of the wheat crop is heading, 35% (9) of the 
barley crop is heading, and 67% (28) of the canola crop is blooming. There were some reports of wheat 
and barley beginning to fill, as well as canola beginning to pod. 

Where a condition index of 100 represents optimal growth and 50 represents average growth 


conditions, Alberta Pool staff have reported the condition index below.

An area family will be seeing 
green by next spring, golfing 
greens that is. 

Don and Gwen Day have just 
received the re-zoning neces¬ 
sary by the county to start con¬ 
struction on their new nine- 
hole golf course about one mile 
west of Carstairs. 

The process of turning the 
empty half section into a golf 
course is comparable to the 
game itself. Right now, the Days 
are just teeing off. It will be 
about two years until they sink 
the putt and completely finish 
all that is needed to create a 
golf course. 

Day is anxious to get started. 

""I hope to start to turn the 
ground by this fall," he says. 

He says that he has only 
drawn thumbnail sketches of 
the layout of the course so far, 
but is currently working with a 
fellow clay shooter, who is also 
in the golfing industry and who 
has built a course himself, to 
work out the details. 

"I like the idea of providing 
variety," says Day. He explains 
that he hopes to create a course 
that will offer an opportunity 
for the amateur golfer to hack 
the ball for the fun of the sport, 
but challenging enough to keep 
the expert working hard around 
the course. He also wants it to 


remain affordable. 

"All I really want is for peo¬ 
ple to come out and golf." 

By early next year Day says 
he will be working on the fair¬ 
ways and concentrating on the 
greens. 

"The greens are the most im¬ 
portant part," he says. 

It is those very greens that 
Day is talking about that caused 
a few objections to the re-zon¬ 
ing application during the 
county council public hearing. 

Two councillors, as well as a 
couple of county residents in 
the gallery expressed concern 
that there would be a problem 
with water usage. Day says he 
intends to dig a couple of wells 
to provide enough water for the 
greens, and hopes Mother Na¬ 
ture will take care of the fair¬ 
ways. He has no intentions of 
having to tie into the county 
water line. 

He says he also plans to use 
the spring runoff from the 
wetland reserve that is situ¬ 
ated on his property. 

Objections came regarding 
the use of the wetland water, 
but Day assured them it would 
only be spring runoff, and that 
he has already contacted and 
cleared the idea with Ducks 
Unlimited Canada. 

Another concern that arose 
duringthe re-zoning discussion 


revolved around the quality of 
the agricultural land that 
would be converted. 

Coun. Ian Harvie expressed 
that very concern saying that 
agricultural land needs to be 
protected, and added, "I am not 
convinced that there is a need 
for this project in this area at 
this time... and I am not con¬ 
vinced that there has been 
enough homework on this ap¬ 
plication to support it." 

Day disagrees on the issue of 
the agricultural potential of the 
land. 

"The land which we've proposed 


to set the course on is ideal be¬ 
cause of the terrain and the fact 
that is not very good agricultural 
land." 

The application was approved 
by a majority vote, with Counsel¬ 
lors Harvie and Linda Burrell op¬ 
posed. 

So the project will go ahead as 
planned. Day says he is trying to 
keep the process as simple as pos¬ 
sible, and will work to improve the 
grounds over time. 

"I hope to be ready by the spring 
of 2000," he says. Then, says Day, 
a pro-shop and clubhouse will 
evolve on the property as dollars 


and time permits. 

The Days have already been 
involved in the recreation busi¬ 
ness for some years. They are the 
owners of Silver Willow Sporting 
Clays on their property, and Don 
says a golf course is a natural 
progression. 

He explains that there are 
many similarities between the 
game of golf and shooting, includ¬ 
ing stance and concentration. 

"I would say that more than 
50% of the guys that shoot also 
golf,” says Day. "The two sports are 
veiy similar."
